19 Zone Changes 
Listed for 
April 26 Hearing 


Nineteen proposed changes in 
Upland’s zoning ordinance will be 
discussed at a public hearing to be 
conducted by the Upland Planning 
commission in the council cham- 
Lers at the city hall Thursday eve- 





ning, April 26, starting at 7:30) 


o’clock, it was announced today 
by Frank Davis, chairman, and 
Mrs. Teresa F. Nolan, secretary. . 

All contemplated changes are 
listed in a public notice on an- 
other page of today’s Upland 
News. 
: Foothill Changes 

Mr. Davis commented that the 
proposed changes do not necessar- 
ily reflect the planning commis: 
sion’s views in all instances, but 
that all amendments to the zoning 
law suggested by Upland residents 
have been included. 

Among principal changes to be 
considered are zoning of portions 
of Foothill boulevard from busi- 
ness to residential or agriculturat 
classifications, the changing of the 
Santa Fe railway right-of-way 
area from light manufacturing and 
industrial to residence er gricul- 
tural use, airport and park zoning, 
and a variance regulation. 

One proposed change provides 
that no church or other public or 
semi-public building may be con- 
structed in the agricultural or 
residential zoné without first se- 
curing the consent of the planning 
commission, and, if permission ia 
given, the commission may re- 
quire that parking facilities mus\ 
be provided and hazards elimi- 
nated. ; 

Beulah to Residence 

In the Beulah college area, it is 
proposed to change all territory in 
the Blakeslee subdivision from ag- 
riculture to residence. 

A lot 65 by 70 feet at the south. 
west corner of Campus avenue and 
East Ninth street is listed for 
change from residence to light 
manufacturing. A lot 30 by 263 
feet on Arrow highway east’ of 
Third avenue is listed for change 
from ftésidence to commercial. 

Changes suggested provide that 
no, automobile trailer shall be used 
as a place of habitation upon any 
premises other than upon a site 
established therefor, and to pro- 
hibit, limit or regulate piggeries, 
rabbitries, goat farms and com 
mercial chicken raising in the ag- 
ricultural zone. 

Housing On Agenda 

Other suggested changes would 
restrict multiple family residences 
in the agricultural zone and would 
define rooming houses to permit 
householders in residential or agri- 
cultural areas to take in roomers 
when such activity is incidental 
and not commercial. 

The hearing will include the sug- 
gested zoning of the area between 
First and Second evenues and be 
tween D street and the Pacific 
Flectric right-of-way for park 
purposes, 

Establishment of a possible air- 
port east of Campus avenue ad 


’ jacent to Sixteenth street will be 


discussed in a change from an ag- 
ricultural zone classification. 

Changes in the zoning jaw must 
be recommended by the planning 
commission and by the city coun: 
cil and public hearings held before 
the ordinance can be amended. 

The meeting April 26 will offer 
Upland residents opportunity to 
express opinions for or against any 
of the changes.

Official Says 
In Address Here 


Declaring the Kaiser Co. is here 
to stay, that it is going to do a 
good job and that it can meet com- 
petition in price and quality, Fay 
Bileau spoke at the meeting of the 
Upland Lions club in the Upland 
Woman’s club house at noon yes- 
terday. He discussed Kaiser’s pro- 
duction record and related devel 
opment of the plant at Fontana. 

Following his address, Mr. Bi- 
ieau, 2 member. of the company’s 
public relation department, an- 
Swered question. His answers con- 
cerned the ability of the Kaiser 
plant to provide western industry; 
with steel at competitive prices. 

Work on constructing the Kai- 
ser mill was started in April, 1942 
“The mill was located on the site 
because of the proximity to raw 
materials, water, electric power 
and manpower,” he_ explained. 
The company owns 1,300 acres. 
with 750 now being devoted to 
agriculture. Approximately 30,000 
gallons of water is circulated 
every, minute, the speaker said, 
explaining that a portion of the 
water is purified and reclaimed 
for use again. 

Approximately 225 tons of 
moulten pig iron are poured every 





five hours, Mr. Bileau said, in 
citing production figures, 
Three thousand men and wo- 


men are employed at the plant 
and the official said that 535 of 
these employes reside in Upland, 
including those now residing at 
Parkside project. 

As for the raw materials, iron 
ore comes from Kelso, a desert 
mining center. Limestone comes 
from Colton and Victorville, and 
coal is shipped from Sunnysid 

tah. Fifteen hundred tons of 
coal are consumed every day. 
Nine basic by-products are ob- 
tained in the process of melting 
the ore, he explained.
